Bell That Worked Miracles. 


Many tales of the supernatural nr« 


told concerning evil spirits and the effi- 
cacy of bells in warding them off; 
likewise regarding the power of con- 
secrated bells for bringing blessings. 
In an ol*J chapel at Killin in Perth- 
shire, Scotland, was a bell called that 
of St. Fillan, which had the reputation 
of curing lunacy.' After the sufferer 
had spent a night in the chapel he 
was In the morning placed with great 
solemnity under the hell, and In many 
cases recorded in the old chronicles 
the faith v,-as rewarded. 


Church Bells. 


The Angehia bell, always rung thrlc* 


a day, takes its name from the first 
words of the prayer. In Tuscany a 
bell is rung an hour before the eve- 
ning Angelus, or Ave bell, and Is In- 
tended to remind its hearers to say 
the creed.

Ancient Inventions Used on Motors. 
Perhaps the oldest design used In 


the modern automobile is that of the 
universal joint, which in principle !• 
Identical xv-ith the first universal de- 
veloped hy Cardan around 1520 A. D. 
Such joints «re used in all modern 
automobiles and trucks in order to al- 
low the propeller shaft to revolve and 
3t the same time move up and down 
and side-ways relative to the rear 
axle. The axle bounces up and down 
according to road conditions, but the 
propeller 
shaft 
must 
connect this 


bouncing part with another unit at- 
tached to the frame of the car. 


Bull Baiting. 


This was a sport once popular In 


England, but declared illegal In 1835. 
A bull was attacker] by dogs, and 
sometimes the nostrils of the bull were 
blown full of pepper to increase his 
fury.

ENGLISH WHEAT CROP 


IS VERY FAVORABLE 


London—The prospects of the coming 


world's wheat crop are favorable and 
the harvest is likely to produce enough 
to meet the world's demand, says Sir 
.lames Wilson, chairman of the Central 
Agricultural 
Wages 
Committee for 


Scotland, an authority on that subject. 


He declared in an address he deliv- 


ered the other day on "The World's 
Wheat" that the world's supply ofr th« 
current cereal year is more than equal 
to the demand, and he predicted that on 
August 1 next there wou*S be a surplus 
of exportable wheat left in the export- 
ing countries. But. he said, this sur- 
plus, outside of Russia and India, would 
not be large and if the world's future 
weather proved unfavorable, the fall in 
the world's price of wheat might b» 
checked and the price might even rise 
again. 


For the world as a whole, he said, 


there is no more reason to fear a fu- 
ture permanent dearth of wheat than 
that the world will be starved of food 
generally. He predicted that some time 
within the next 20 years the world's 
price of wheat, measured in gold, will 
return to a level not far from the pre- 
war average.
